REMARKS 

Claims 1-21 remain in the referenced application. Claims 1-2, 6-1 1, 13, and 15 have been 
allowed. Claims 3-5, 12, 14, 16-21 have been amended. 

Claims 3-5, 12, 14, 16-21 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as 
indefinite for lacking proper antecedent basis for certain limitations. Responsive thereto, 
Applicant has amended claims 3-5, 12, 14, 16-21 as follows. 

In claim 3, "the performance" has been deleted and substituted with -such that the light 
source performs-. 

In claim 4, "the lighting" has been deleted and substituted with -light from the light 
source-. 

Claim 5 stands rejected based upon its dependency from claim 4. 
In claim 12, "the" has been deleted. 

In claim 14, "the" has been deleted and substituted with -a-. 
In claim 16, "the" has been deleted and substituted with -an-. 
In claim 1 7, "the" has been deleted and substituted with -a-. 
In claim 1 8, "the" has been deleted and substituted with -a-. 
Claim 19 stands rejected based upon its dependency from claim 4. 
In claim 20, "the" has been deleted and substituted with -a-. 
In claim 21, "the" has been deleted and substituted with -an-. 

Applicant respectfully submits that, in view of the foregoing amendments, claims 3-5, 12, 
14, 16-21 no longer lack antecedent basis and thus are no longer indefinite. Applicant therefore 
respectfully requests the withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, rejection of claims 
3-5, 12, 14, 16-21. 
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The prior made of record but not replied upon has been reviewed by Applicant and is 
deemed not to anticipate nor render obvious the claims invention. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the rejected 
claims and earnestly solicits early allowance of the referenced application. 
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
